Former heroin addict David Bryce 
started Glasgow-based side Calton 
Athletic after kicking drink and 
drugs in 1985. 

The team featured in the hit 1996 
movie and David’s violent drug-fuelled 
experiences were the basis for a series 
of famous scenes and characters. But 


in his new book Alive And Kicking, he 
has blasted the Government for refus- 
ing to give the team any funding. 

The club helps recovering addicts 
beat drugs by going cold turkey, as 
opposed to methadone treatment. But 
Government chiefs refuse to hand over 
cash because they don’t approve. 

Trainspotting director Danny Boyle 
and writers Irvine Welsh and John 
Hodge were so grateful for David’s help 


they gave £400,000 from the box office 
profits. A Trainspotting team also took 
on David’s side to raise money in 1997. 


Policy 
David, 56, said: “Labour’s policy of 
stabilising drug addicts has not 
worked. You cannot wean people off 
drugs with methadone. You need total 
abstinence. This is how we help people. 
“More than 3,500 have come through 


our doors and got help with addiction. 
The problem is we have been cut off by 
the Government and receive no fund- 
ing because they are sceptical.” 

David was chief technical advisor on 
Trainspotting. 

He recalled: “I got involved in 
Trainspotting because the director 
Danny Boyle and lead actor Ewan 
McGregor were having trouble. 

“I helped show them what cold turkey 


was like. I had a horrendous time, 
vomiting liquid poison that kept com- 
ing up for hours. I didn’t even have the 
strength to crawl to the toilet.”

Druggie singer Pete Doherty is a 
huge fan, as is Robbie Williams — 
both of whom have been signed up to 
plug the clothes. 

But what followers of Gio-Goi won’t 
know is that founders Chris and Anthony 
Donnelly boast pasts that make Doherty 
look like a naughty school lad. 

The brothers, from a notorious 
Manchester family, were even considered 
gangsters in the 90s. 

A police source told us: “The Donnellys 
were extremely well-known in 
Manchester and put under surveillance 
because of their activities.” 


The brothers built their name in the 
late 1980s when they helped set up the 
city’s illegal rave scene which earned its 
“Madchester” tag.

soon being ploughed into their own 
nightclub — Manchester’s Parliament.

Chris said: “Anthony was in 
prison and no one would give us credit 
because they thought, with our gangster 
reputation, if we decided not to pay them 
there was nothing they could do.” 

Their business faltered and eventually 
closed in 1996, although Oasis front man 
Liam Gallagher and Blur’s Damon 
Albarn continued to wear the gear. 

Finally, after regaining control of their 
accounts, the pair tried to re-start the 
company in 2000.
